Wives and Sweethearts Join 
Mutinous Sailors; Royal 
Palace Is Shelled 


AMSTERDAM, Dec. 26.—The Ger­ 
man government has announced that 
no more titles, honors or decorations 
will be conferred. Those now existing 
can be retained. 


LONDON, 
Dec. 
27.—Wives 
and 
sweethearts of the mutinous 
sailors 
have seized rifles and joined in de­ 
fense of the royal palace against the 
Loyal Guard, according to a dispatch 
filed In Berlin Wednesday night and 
received by the Express today. 
Although the sailors have technical­ 
ly surrendered, they refuse to leave 
the city and have announced they will 
continue to support Chancellor Ebert, 
who permits them to remain. 
“The city is on the verge 
of an­ 
archy and fighting is expected to con­ 
tinue, ’ the dispatch said. 
Two distinct conflicts are now un­ 
der way in the city—the armed oppo­ 
sition of the sailors and their women 
to orders transferring the 
men 
to 
coastal cities and the efforts of the 
Spartacides to overthrow the Ebert. 
Scheidemann government. 
The Spartacides, under 
leadership 
jf Karl Liebknecht, have announced 
their intention of forcing the present 
ministry to Resign. The dispatch said 
they continue in possession 
of 
the 
Vorwaerts plant, from which they are 
issuing the 
“Red 
Vorwaerts.’’ The 
building is defended by eighteen ma­ 
chine guns and an armored car. 
A portion of the palace 
was 
still 
held by the sailors, while'the govern­ 
ment troops held the remainder. 
It 
was believed that Ebert, fearing the 
sudden growth in power of the Sparta­ 
cides, would halt the attack against 
the sailors and seek to enlist them on 
his side. 
Many of them have already openly 
declared their loyalty to the chancel­ 
lor. In view’ of his disposition to defer 
enforcement of the orders 
transfer­ 
ring them.

PRINCE GREAT BRITAIN DETERMINED 
THAT A LEAGUE OF NATIONS 
TO; BE FORMED AT CONFERENCE

L O N D O N , Dec. 27.— Great Britain not only is w illing but determined that 
the peace congress shall organize a permanent league of nations before its 
adjournment. 
Lord Robert Cecil, foremost British authority on this subject, made this 
clear in an interview with the United Press today. 
Cecil said he had never entertained any notion of the peace delegates 
simply giving the league of nations idea their blessing and leaving the details 
to be worked out in the future. 
On the contrary he wants no opening left 
for possible failure of the league to materialize. 
Investigation in government circles reveals that Cecil is speaking the 
British government’s mind as well as his own. 
“Now we know the horror of war,” he said. 
“A year from now, the old 
glam our m ay return. 
W e must guard against this possibility."

Great Strides Toward Settle­

Flying debris killed and injured civil­ 
ians as some of the shells exploded 
at a considerable distance from the 
target. 
The palace itself was badly 
damaged. 
Soldiers storm ed and captured por­ 
tions of the palace, following the bom­ 
bardment, but were unable to pene­ 
trate the royal stables, in which the 
sailors were firmly entrenched. 
The crowd seemed to be divided in 
its sympathies, but it was unanimous 
in its enjoyment of the spectacle of 
the former kaiser’s abode crumbling 
before artillery fire.

PARIS, Dec. 27.—The only solution 
of the Russian problem is immediate 
Allied intervention. Prince Lvoff, first 
Russian premier, after the revolution, 
declared 
in 
an 
interview with the 
United Press today, lie said that Hie 
United States and Japan should fur­ 
nish tile armies. 
“I fully appreciate the disinclination 
of the Allied people after four years of 
war, to intervene in far away Russia, 
but the Allies must understand that 
unless the Bolsheviks are conquered 
the propaganda 
they are spreading 
throughout the world inevitably w’ill 
again menace world peace. 
Only we 
who have just come from Russia rea­ 
lize the extent of the danger, which the 
Allies and neutrals do not yet appro 
ciate. 
“The quicker the Antes intervene 
the smaller will be the necessary ex­ 
peditionary force. Two hundred thou­ 
sand men would be sufficient now to 
put down the 
Bolsheviks, 
while 
by 
spring a vastly larger force would be 
required. 
Should the Allies feel that general 
intervention is impossible, on account 
of sacrifices they have already made, 
they might authorize 
America 
and 
Japan, whose military strength 
has 
not been exhausted like the others, to 
undertake the work. Japanese forces 
already in Russia number 60,000. The 
Americans 
have 
twelve 
thousand, 
while the French and British forces 
are smaller. The immediate increase 
of these forces to 200,000 would per­ 
mit tile establishment of a representa­ 
tive government and Russian patlici- 
pation in the peace conference before 
It closes. 
“With local governments already es 
tablished and growing at 
Archangel 
and Omsk with 
separate 
states 
in 
Ukrainia, Poland and Finland, the Bol­ 
sheviki hold only the interior. It is im­ 
perative to eject them from Petrograd 
and Moscow. This could be accom­ 
plished easily by landing a large Al­ 
lied force at Reval, only 260 kilometers 
(161 Va miles) from Petrograd. 
“Once the Bolsheviks are put down, 
the eventual government unquestion­ 
ably would be republican. The Bolshe­ 
viks no doubt would attempt a mon­ 
archial reaction, but we could then de­ 
feat them. 
“The peace conference will be un­ 
able to re-establish and insure world 
peace without settling 
the 
Russian 
problem, while every day’s delay in 
intervention renders employment of a 
greater force eventually more appar­ 
ent.” 
Prince Lvoff heads a delegation of 
fifteen Russian officials who are con­ 
ferring with Allied representatives in 
an effort to obtain aid in overcoming 
the Bolsheviki.

Fourth—It is essential that no war 
ehall be possible until it is discussed 
either at a periodical meeting or at a 
meeting especially called for the pur­ 
pose. 
“Those things are the vital things,” 
Cecil said. 
“Of course, as I recently 
outlined, the league must have non- 
contentious as well as contentious fea­ 
tures. 
It must have broader purposes 
than merely prevention of wars. It 
must have administrative powers as 
well as the authority to settle dis­ 
putes.” 
It is impossible yet to get the close­ 
ly guarded British official view of free­ 
dom of the seas. 
Other important principles of the 
peace settlement are freely discussed 
however. 
In regard to conscription, a 
high government official suggested to 
the United Press that the fact that 
Germany's millions of trained men are 
still available renders abolition of con­ 
scription in other European countries 
more difficult than at first appeared.

France is long on mud and short 
on baths, according to Private J. F. I 
Prager, Company L, Eighth Infantry, 
in a letter to his father, Lewis Pra- i 
ger, father of Mrs. L. A. Schlesinger. I 
After Irving to bathe in a creek 
and 
finding it too cold, 
Private 
Prager 
used his mess cup full of# hot water 
as a bathtub. 
Under date of November 26, 
from 
Fleac, France. Prager writes: 
Now that the censorship has been 
raised, I am at liberty to tell von all 
about my trip, and all 
the 
fortunes 
and misfortunes that befell our com­ 
pany since leaving Camp Fremont. 
We left Camp Fremont on October 
19 at 16:30 a. rn., and made our way 
by slow stages across the continent. 
Onr route was over the Southern Pa­ 
cific to Ogden, Union Pacific to Oma­ 
ha. Northwestern to Chicago, Grand 
Trunk to Buffalo, New York Central 
to Syracuse and the N. Y. O. & W. 
to Hoboken. 
The trip up to 35 miles 
south of Chicago was very interesting 
and enjoyable, In spite of 
many 
in­ 
conveniences we had to undergo owing 
to the crowded condition of the troop 
train. 
At numerous towns and cities 
along the way, the Red Cross ladies 
were at the depot, to speed us along 
and hand out cigarettes, sandwiches, 
postal cards, apples and hot coffee. 
We made several stops for exercising 
the troops. 
On the night of October 23, at 10:30,

HEREAFTER 


There is a good deal of confusion 
about the future military policy of the 
United States. 
Many speakers and 
writers are saying that the present 
system must be continued. 
It is hard­ 
ly possible that the public will tolerate 
the perpetuation of this system in its 
present form, or anywhere near i t To 
the ordinary American mind such a 
policy, in peace time, would savor of 
old-fashioned militarism, and would be 
an inexcusable burden’ on the nation. 


The principle of the draft is probab­ 
ly established for good. 
For any pur-

The report of the com mittee says in 
part: 
“At no tim e has the obligation been 
no definitely placed upon the govern­ 
m ent to protect its public from finan­ 
cial exploitation 
by reckless 
or un­ 
scrupulous promoters. 
“Their field has been greatly ex­ 
tended by th e wide distribution of Lib- \ 
erty Bond**, and the purveyor of infer­ 
ior stocks and bonds now has the en­ 
tire A m erican public as his field for 
exploitation. 
“The transaction 
becomes one 
of 
persuasion 
to trade 
a 
governm ent 
bond bearing a low rate of interest for 
stocks or bonds baited with promise of 
sudden riches. 
“It is a source of heavy financial 
loss to 
hundreds of thousands 
who 
have a rig h t to look to their govern­ 
m ent for th e protection which this 
com m ittee recom m ends should be giv­ 
en." 
The com m ittee is composed of men 
who have served honestly and well 
both th* governm ent and the public, 
and its recom m endation is worthy of 
consideration. 
And 
incidently 
the 
banks are to be thanked for their tim e­ 
ly and efficient co-operation, and com­ 
mended for th eir broad-minded, con­ 
structive policy of public service.

run up against powerful public opposi­ 
tion. 
The only way in which universal 
service or training m ight be tolerated 
would be to modify the regular army 
system and train the m ajority of the 
boys prim arily for physical develop­ 
m ent and for national service outside 
of the ordinary.

LUFKIN’S GOOD IDEA 


A bill to prohibit immigration into 
the United States for a period of two 
year* 
baa been 
introduced 
in the 
Hou«e by Representative W illfred V 
Lufkin of Massachusetts. 
It is appar­ 
ent that next to an intelligent protec­ 
tive tariff nothing would do more to 
maintain w ages in th is country an I 
make us secure against the danger of 
unemployment when our boys come 
home than the enactment of such leg­ 
islation. . 
. . 
in normal tim es European nations 
would have cause for offense at such a 
prohibition. 
Now, however, it is only 
the slackers of those countries who 
wish po em igrate. 
AU Europeans who 
possess the qualifications of good citi­ 
zens are patriotically anxious to assist 
in the rehabilitation 
of their 
home­ 
lands. and desertion to a safe refuge 
across 
th e sees 
is far 
from their 
thoughts. 
Undoubtedly their govern­ 
ments w ill take m eans to keep them at 
home, and no official objection to the 
Lufkin bill can be anticipated from 
those sources; in fact its enactment 
would be hailed by the allies as a ma­ 
terial assistance in their efforts at re­ 
construction. 


All this fuss the Germ ans are mak­ 
ing 
over 
their 
“victorious 
arm y” 
makes Americans very tired. 
From 
the signing of the arm istice, which it­ 
self was certainly proof enough to any 
rational hum an being of G erm any’s ut­ 
ter defeat, they have kept up the sol­ 
emn farce. 
It 
began 
with H indenburg s lying 
words to his troops in ordering them 
out of Belgium and France. 
It w’as 
continued by other generals as the 
great retreat proceeded. 
The soldiers 
knew better, but stood for th e bluff. 
The populace readily swallowed all the 
fulsome falsehoods. 
A typical utter­ 
ance was th at of Gen. von Eiuem to 
the people of the Rhine provinces, be­ 
fore he evacuated them to m ake way 
for the advancing Allies; 
“You desired to see the victorious 
army which protected the Fatherland 
for four and one-half years against all 
its enemies. 
You wished to see for 
yourselves whether our strength was 
broken, and whether we rem ained true 
sons of German sires. 
The glorious 
reception given us, the display of flags, 
the greetings extended, are the best 
evidence that you are satisfied with 
us, and th a t we have not disappointed 
your expectations. 
“We are proud of this, and1 we thank 
you. 
Although unfortunate circum­ 
stances bring the enemy into the land, 
he is not th e victor in battle." 
This lie is repeated all over Ger­ 
many. 
It is turned into pageantry 
every day in Berlin, as th e returning 
troops march through the streets to 
the music of bands, the cheers of the 
crowds and the flattering speeches of 
representatives of 
the government. 
There is no sign or hint of defeat. One 
would think th a t those w ere in very 
truth victorious legions returning from 
the world-conquests for which they set 
forth so gaily in th e sum m er of 1914. 
It is this sort of thing which, more 
than anything else, hardens th e hearts 
of the Allies as they proceed to settle 
the fate of Germany. 
It is not enough 
to have beaten Germany. 
T here will 
> be no living in the same w orld with 
j Germany until every Germ an knows 
that Germany is beaten. 
The Germans are slowly beginning 
to suspect that their adored Kaiser 
was a crim inal and a charletan. They 
m ust learn that their arm y stands de­ 
feated and discredited by b etter men, 
that 
their 
“good German sword" is 
broken, th a t the.m ight and glory of 
Germany are forfeited, thp.t German 
honor is in .tho .dust. 
W ithout this 
knowledge- there can be. p o such hu­ 
mility and. repentance as the German 
nation needs 
Tor the safety 
of the 
world and the salvation of its own 
soul.

The peace term s will fix that. 
They 
must. 
And it will be largely German 
insolence, where the world expected 
contrition, that makes the term s so 
hard.

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Says Fearlessness of Yanks 
Quickly Broke Down the 
Morale of Enemy 


“The 
American 
boy* 
didn’t 
know what fear was and 
when 
they were given an objective they 
took it—and that was all there 
was to 
it,” 
declared 
Sergeant 
Harold Nelson, who ie home from 
th e Letterman hospital 
at 
San 
Francisco for a ten-day visit with 
relatives. 
Nelson was a member orf the 
91st Division, which 
won 
such 
signal honors in the campaign at 
Verdun, and which was cited for 
its splendid work. 
Nelson has a Hun machine gdn 
bullet in his left side, which he 
will carry with him the rest of 
his days as a souvenir of his mix­ 
ing with the 
Prussian 
Guards, 
th e best of the 
German 
army. 
T h at he is carrying the bullet to­ 
day is due entirely to the fact 
th a t a trainload of wounded ar­ 
rived at hospital No. 38 a short 
tim e before he was to be operat­ 
ed on for its removal. 
The surgeons had prepared him for 
the operation and were nearly ready 
to start when the trainload of wound­ 
ed arrived. 
They gave the arriving 
wounded immediate attention and by 
the time they got 
through, 
Nelson 
w^r feeling so much better he object­ 
ed to any effort to remove the bullet. 
Nelson got his w’ound just 
as 
he 
was starting to rise up from a “dig-in” 
to start with a wave to take a strong 
position of the Germans. 
The bullet 
entered the top of his right shoulder 
between the shoulder blade and back­ 
bone and ranged downward to the left 
and penetrated his left lung. 
A comrade relieved him of his pack 
and he walked to the first aid station, 
where he was given temporary aid. 
It was the morning of the third day 
after his wound was sustained before 
he received surgical attention. 
He 
was taken by automobile in successive 
movements to hospital No. 
38, 
and 
later he passed through hospitals 58 
and 8. 
He was wounded on September 28, 
two days after getting into action. 
Nelson went from Santa Ana 
to 
Camp Lewis in .Tune, 1917, and after 
a year’s training there wen' overseas, 
the date of the embarkation of the 
division being July 12. 1918. The di­ 
vision was trained at Millicrs, France, 
for a month before it was moved to 
the front. 
It took a jHisition in 
re­ 
serve back of the lines at St. Mihiel, 
it being the intention to place the di 
vision in trenches near the front in 
order to give the men training under 
full fighting coditions. 
In Action at Vsrdun 
When the Yanks commenced to go 
through the strongholds of the Ger­ 
mans, thp division was kept on tho 
move, advancing, and finally and rath­ 
er unexpectedly was thrown into the 
fighting linos at Verdun. 
"We were following the Huns—and 
they were moving some—with the ex 
pee tat ion of getting sonic trench train

tem ber 25 we were 
marched

rn. 
They were long hours—between 
the time we were told that we were 
to go Into battle and the jump-off— 
and the boys were impatient for the 
moment when they could climb out of 
the trenches and get a chance at the 
Huns.
